REGULATION OF RAILWAY RATES 


B 


Y a recent decision, the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission lays down 
the 
principle that 
the 
test 


of the reasonableness of a railroad rate is not the amount 
of profit in the business of the shipper and manufacturer, 
but whether the rate yield a reasonable compensation for 
the service performed." 


At first blush this would seem unfair to the transpor- 


tation companies who deal with the shipper and not with 
the consumer and sets. up the principle that the commis- 
sion shall decide what is fair to the railroads while per- 
mitting every other industry to realize profits to the 
capacity of the consumer to pay. 


If the business of the committee was to deal with the 


single phase of the question of transportation the decision 
would be an unfair discrimination against the transpor- 
tation companies in favor of all other forms of business. 
But the question of transportation has become so closely 
interwoven with combinations in restraint of trade 6y 
reason of the connection of railway officials with private 
corporations- engaged in dealing in commodities that the 
main issue is lost. 
,/ 


Until the business of transportation is confined to legit- 


imate lines instead of being merely an adjunct to a sys- 
tem of associated corporations, in the profits of which the 
stockholders of the railway companies; do not participate, 
the people will contend that they should not be compelled 
to pay interest on the money invested in these outside con- 
cerns.

the coxmcil was not permitted to perform this work dur- 
ing the past two yeans and as a consequence the progress 
o£ the city along the lines of improvement have been de- 
layed just that long. Now that the power is positively con- 
ferred upon the council to make 'the necessary order and 
to force its decrees. It is to be hoped the good work will 
be kept up until at least the entire business section of 
our beautiful little city is paved.

value of real estae along our principal thoroughfares as 
will paved streets and those property owners who are now 
opposing the improvements will be quick to appreciate 
the fact when once the work is done.

The company 
promised to pay the policy holder upon 
maturity $160, twice the amount he 
had paid In, or a diamond valued at 


$160. 


Tne Empire Diamond Company some 


:ime ago went out of business and 
transferred its "policies" to the Fidelity 
Funding Company.

pany became involved and Is now seek1-
